Evi] Day Adjourned 


'THE Wisconsin legislature will adjourn with- 
A out general tax legislation. There was a 
campaign pledge relating to this. It promised 
tax revision rather than increased taxes. 
It 


proposed to relieve property of some of its bur- 
dens and to balance this by adding to the in- 
come tax. 
In general the principle sought to 


be followed was that just taxation is affected 
.by the ability to pay. 


Nothing appeared in the campaign pledges 


by way of recognizing the interest which all 
classes in the state have in such an adjustment 
of taxation as will place the burden "where it 
belongs," and at the same time avoid undue or 
excessive discouragement to business and to in- 
vestment in the stock of corporations. 
The im- 


portance of these points is, of course, that any- 
thing which discourages business investment 
or expansion reduces both employment and pro- 
duction and becomes a handicap to the com- 
monwealth as a whole. 


Many views on taxation appeared in the 


legislature, and expressed themselves in the 
form of bills. 
Some of them were palpably 


drawn purely for political-effect, in the interest 
of one or another political aspiration. Some, in 
their attitude toward business, seemed definite- 
!h punitive. There were none of the early bills 
vhich could have found favor with any prudent 
citizen who understands that there can be no 
prosperity for labor unaccompanied by general 
business knd industrial prosperity. 
As the 


Fession proceeded it became apparent that of 
the outstanding progressive leaders Governor 
Blaine alone had seriously accepted the respon- 
sibility of attempting to apply a just principle 
of taxation in a manner that would avoid in- 
l^rrupting or retarding business development in 
Wisconsin. 
We are net sure that Governor 


Elaine was right at all points. This does, not 
matter. 
Probably no one is ever all right on 


taxation. He did, at least, arrest a legislative 
tf-ndency to purchase political advertising at 
the expense of prudence and consistency in tax 
legislation. 


The legislature ha.s elected to kill all tax 


legislation. 
For this there was plenty of ex- 


cuse, in the wild and sometimes disgusting 
s-cramble for political prominence and in the 
radical and ill-considered nature of much of 
Ihe proposed legislation. Among the conserva- 
tives there was, no doubt, a feeling that by tak- 
ing advantage of the intra-factional split they 
tould put off tax legislation for two more years. 


In our judgment time will show that it 


vould have been better to have settled this tax 
imposition by some sort of legislation that 
vould have'removed it as a political factor for 
f.me years to come. Even the passage of'an 
imperfect bill, if approximately just, would 
3;ave been a good thing, especially as such 
faults as it contained could have been remedied 
1 y amendment from time to time. 


For we do not settle''the tax question by 


ignoring it! We have merely made'certaii^ that 
it will come back with new vigor in the 1924 
campaign, unless indeed, Governor Blaine shall 
1 ring it back in a special session of the legisla- 
ture. 
Failure of legislation now means con- 


tinued agitation, with a good chance of a still 
more radical program two years hence. Those 
vho anticipate more conservative election re- 
fults in 1924 seem unduly optimistic. At that 
time Senator Robert M. La Follette will be a 
candidate for the presidency of the United 
States. This state will back him by a tremen- 
dous majority. 
Upon the flood tide of that 


majority ahother radical legislature will have 
been swept into office with attention in the cam- 
paign centered upon the failure of taxation in 
1923. 
The mandate of the state will be inter- 


preted, not as a personal endorsement of Sena- 
tor La Follette, but as such a demand for radi- 
cal tax revision as politicians \vill_ not dare tq 
ignore. 


Probably it isn't so much taxation, how- 


ever radical, as agitation that does the damage 
to business. 
Wisconsin has been advertised 


•iace January 1st, day after day, as a state that 
*•££ about to ruin its own business with taxa- 


tion, 
i Few men about the country will note 


what actually took place, but most will remem- 
ber the alarms that were published. Not realiz- 
ing that Wiscohsin's bark is worse than its bite, 
they will nurse the impression that here is a 
state which business men shall avoid. 


And so it is possible, to say the least, that 


Wisconsin business was hurt more by the de- 
feat of the tax bills than it could possibly have 
been hurt by the passage of any one of them 
that th^ governor would have accepted. 


His Stand Too Rigid 


pOVERNOE ELAINE stuck to his text on tax- 
^J ation insofar as it could be reached by his 
only individual official 
weapon, the veto. 


Throughout he was insistent that the party's 
pledge was not more taxation, but readjusted 
taxation. 
Constantly he struck at whatever 


tended to increase the total taxation beyond his 
conception of the state's needs. In a word, the 
natunal conservatism of the governor expressed 
itself in terms of economy wherever possible. 
Governor Elaine made the major reason for 
vetoing the gasoline highway tax the assertion 
it was essentially a sales tax. No doubt this is 
true in effect. 
The consumer does pay. 
Un- 


questionably, too, there is something in the 
governor's contention that the tax based upon 
gas consumption is not always an equitable 
tax. 
But, for that matter, no tax is exactly 


equitable. 
Keviewing his former message on 


the subject, we can not escape the deduction 
that the essential motive in Governor Elaine'^ 
veto was based upon the fact that the tax rais-- 
ed upwards of $1,000,000 more than his own 
estimate of what should be spent on highways. 


In our judgment the governor erred in this 


veto. 
Could he have amended the bill to re- 


duce its revenues, instead of killing it, the pub- 
lic would have been better served. We would 
have had no quarrel with the reduction of the 
amount to be raised. But we seriously ques- 
tion whether the prosperity of the state and the 
facilities of its people would not have been bet- 
ter served by a continuation of our highway 
program by any one of the various taxation 
processes that have been advocated. 
Statisti- 


cians show that automobile sales in this coun- 
try are rapidly approaching the point of satur- 
ation. Next to homes, highways are our most 
important utility. We should keep pace with 
the most progressive states in this particular. 
We should have taken whatever means could 
be procured to finance our highway operation," 
preferring to aivait another session of the legis- 
lature for revision or amendment rather than 
altogether abandon a substantial portion of our 
plans.

SAN-'FRANCISCO—If you would 


he graceful, be,ware, of the city. 


For the city is the greatest enemy 


of f e m i n i n e form and charm. 
- This is tho warning and charge 
issiiPd by Miss Agnes Kalrnan Rush, 
teacher of artistic dancing and lec- 
turer on gracefulness for women. 


"Woman's grace lies in curves," 


says Miss Rush. 
"But the modern 


city is all straight lines, sharp an- 
gles ;ind squares. 


"Being i m i t a t i v e , our tendency is 


to follow that which we soe most of 
—the city. 
Unknowingly wo more 


and more pattern ourselves upon its 
plan of ungraceful lines and angles. 


"American women of the pioneer 


days lived right with nature. It was 
from 
their surroundings that, they 


acriuirert their po*se. and naturally it 
was graceful, patterned as it was 
upon curving grasses, gently rounded 
trees, the light, movement of the but- 
terfly. 
"it is to such models as these that 


we must look 'for salvation from 1111- 
gainlinoss. 


"But merely to bend like a tree is 


not enough. 
A Vv'omau must bend 


like a free hocauso, like a tree, she 
is a t h i n g of curves, and curves bend 
gently, gracefully." 


"Miss Rush cites, as examples of 


exercires which will restore grace, 
tho swaying trees, the. poppy move- 
ing in the hreeze, 
the 
caterpillar 


slo\vly creeping onward, the water 
lily floating upon the ripples of a 
pond. 


.She explains thorn as follows: 


Poppy Exorcise 


Stand in an erect but relaxed (not 


strained) position, 
with 
heels to- 


gether and 
feet. 
placed naturally. 


Then think of your head as a heavy 
poppy head 
and 
drop it forward 


slowly until the chin touches the 
chest. Now the wind r-tarts to blow 
gfntly, and sways the head toward 
fhe*right. while the neck dof>s not 
(urn, 
and so on around a complete 


circle. The body follows, as the pop- 
py Gteni follows, only so much as 
necessary to allow a graceful sway- 
ing of the head. This sho.uld be done 
six times and then repeated with 
head swaying in the opposite direc- 
tion. 
' 


Still thinking of the poppy, imag- 


ine the wind blowing more strongly, 
until it has swayed the bead and 
part of the stem, the bend of the 
stem being represented by the em- 
pire waist line. Then sway as before. 


Now the wind is blowing strongly 


from a point in back of you. 
It 


blows you forward at the waist; the 
head hangs naturally and loosely as 
nearly straight down as possible; the 
arms fall forward limply. 
For this 


exercise t.he feet must be about a 
foot, apart. 
Then repeat the rotary 


motion, shifting the weight and bend- 
ing the knees slightly as the weight 
shifts from side to side. 


Caterpillar Exercise 


First, think of a striped caterpil- 


lar, lazily basking in the sunshine, 
with nothing to worry him. 
He is 


in the raised position which cater- 
pillars take when they wish to look 
around: 
So you stand upright but 


relaxed. Now visualize "the vertebrae 
of your spinal column as coresppnd- 
irjg with the rings of the caterpillar. 
You start down from your upright 
position, the first vertebrae (In your 
neck) opens as your head drops for-

As you do tliTs allow your head 


and arms to fall forward of their 
own weight and h n n g thus.

This exercise should ho done very 


slowly anil with a continuous and 
even motion. Reverse the motion to 
straighten up and repeat about six 
times ea.ch way. 


Your feet, are together, with weight 


on the left, right, knee slightly bent. 


i right toe back "folded" and foot re- 


j laxuri. Then step out w i t h righl foot, 
about IS inches and transfer weight. 
As you do this, t h i n k of willow tree 
brauchps (your armsl being blown 
up by the wind. They go up n a t u r a l l y 
to nn easy position, both toward the 
riphl. When at peak, hold for a min- 
ute. Then t h i n k of wind shifting to 
opposite direct iou. and reverse shift- 
ing of weigh'*, and raising of arms to 
left. 


Water Lily Exorcise, 


Think of yourself as in a pond, 


your arms out in a curve which will 
bring the h a n d s almost to l&vel of 
shoulders. Then, as ;i ripple reachos 
you, 
you are gently l i f t e d 
('rising 


slowly on toes) and your a r m s - a r e 
floated upward several inches, slowly 
and sinuously.

MAY BREAKS RECORD 


Business 
Booming 
After 
Delayed 


Opening; Shows Increase 


Over Last Year 


DUUJTH, Minn.—The Great Lakes 


shipping business, held to a late start 
due to the delayed opening of navi- 
gation, is booming. Vesselmen point 
to the total coal and iron ore ton- 
nage handled during May as. evi- 
dence of the increased shipping activ- 
ity over last year. 


The coal receipts for May, the first 


month of the 1923 navigation season, 
totaled approximately 1,600,000 tuns. 
This is one of the largest monthly re- 
ceipts total on record, mariiie 'men 
said. 


The total ore tonnage shipped from 


the head of the lakes exclusive of Es- 
canaba, Mich., was 5,741.791 tons. 
This is four times the tonnage hand- 
led during May, 1922. 


The difference in the ore and coal 


tonnage for the opening month gives 


an idea of trie percentage of boats 
travelling "light" from lower lake 
ports to the head of the lakes, ac- 
cording to vesselmen. One of the few 
months to pass the coal receipts mark 
set during May was October, 1922, 
when every available craft was pushed 
into service to bring 1,771,535 tons to 
the local docks.
